Aid To Russia 


President Roosevelt is being urged 


to make aid to Russia conditional on a 
proclamation by the Russian Govern- 
ment that people in the Soviet Union 
will hereafter be free to worship as they 
please, without molestation or interfer- 
ence. This the Soviet constitution al- 
ready provides, but between the word- 
ing of the constitution and the facts 
there has been a wide gap. It should be 
apparent to Stalin that such a proclam- 
ation would do more than anything else 
he could do to make people in the demo- 
cratic countries unanimous and enthusi- 
astic in support of unrestricted assist- 
ance to the Red forces; and while he 
does not believe in democracy he must 
surely understand that the amount of 
aid he can be given will depend largely 
upon how strongly the aid policy is sup- 
ported by public opinion. It will be

bad policy, if he refuses to make this 
concession to democratic feeling. 

But that the governments of the 
democracies should refuse aid to Rus- 
sia, or deliberately curtail such aid, un- 
less the concession is granted, is some- 
thing different. Britain and the United

scheme is reaching full proportions. At 
the first of June the Active army was 
250,000 strong, with 80,000 men over- 
seas; the navy had 17,500 officers and 
men and 200 ships; -while the air force 
in June enlisted 3,000 men. At this rate 
of growth spring should find the Active 
army 300,000 strong, the navy with 32,- 
500 officers and men operating 400 
ships, and the air force taking on 20,000 
or more men every month. 

Our fighting forces, available for 
service anywhere, are growing. They 
are growing rapidly. They are being 
built up symmetrically, each branch in 
relation to the others. We are develop- 
ing all round co-ordinated military 
strength, for use in Canada and abroad. 
This is being done in calculated har- 
mony with the increasing flow of 
munitions for land, sea and air. It is 
being done with a minimum of fuss and 
bluster and bickering. Canadians are 


neither panicky nor jittery. They are |

There is grave anxiety in Britain over 
the situation in which the Russian armies 
find themselves. Perhaps there is a bit 
of panic. One observer has gone so far as 
to say that a good many British people 
have not been so dismayed since Dun- 
kerque, 6 

There is no way of knowing, of course, 
how true this may be. Certainly a section 
of the press has stized 
the occasion to belabor 
the government. But 
there is a strong chance 
that a good deal of this 
criticism is of an oppor- 
tunist nature. The situa- 
tion may have provided 
the opportunity to pay 
off political grudges and

Realists know that, everything being 
considered, it is a reasonable assumption, 
unless something in the nature of a 
miracle occurs, that Hitler's invading 
forces will eventually take Moscow. 

Everybody knows that the loss of Mos- 
cow does not necessarily entail the mili- 
tary defeat of Russia. A military tragedy 
could only emerge from that event in an 
indirect way. 

The loss of Moscow might force Rus- 
Sia out of the war should it result in the 
premature dissolution of the Soviet party. 
If Stalin's rivals should seize the occasion 
to suddenly tumble him from power, the 
consequent confusion might give the Ger- 
mans their chance. 

There is always the possibility, too, 
that the White Russian party might make 
a deal with Hitler for the restoration of 
the Romanoff monarchy and deliberately 
betray Stalin into the Fuehrer’s hands.
